The  planting  of  potatoes  in  late  summer  is  quite  generally 
practiced  throughout  this  section  and  farther  south.  They  mate  even 
better  crops  than  the  spring-planted  potatoes,  and  can  be  harvested 
at  a  time  when  they  can  be  sold,  or  stored  for  winter  use,  to  the 
very  best  advantage.  The  potatoes  planted  at  this  time  grow  off 
vigorously  and  give  good  stands,  and  with  anything  like  seasonable 
weather  are  very  profitable.

IS  THERE  ADVANTAGE  IN  COLD  STORAGE? 


Summer  Planted  Potatoes 


In  North  Carolina  three  comparative  plantings  were  made  of  seed  potatoes  from 
cold  storage  with  some  that  had  been  kept  in  cellars.  The  Green  Mountain,  an  es¬ 
pecially  good  keeper,  was  wed,  and  the  yields  from  each  planting  showed  a  big  dif¬ 
ference  in  favor  of  cold  storage  seed.  The  average  yield  of  this  stock  was  186.8 

bushels  to  the  acre;  that  of  cellar-stored  seed  with  sprouts  left  on,  141.1  bushels, 
and  from  cellar-stored  with  sprouts  rubbed  off,  149.8  bushels. 

SELECTING  THE  VARIETY 

Planted  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  early  in  July,  and  farther  south  all 
througli  July,  the  late  potatoes  generally  pay  well.  The  Green  Mountain  is  not 
only  a  heavy  yielder,  but  also  of  high  table  quality.  It  succeeds  best  where  the 
summer  temperature  is  relatively  low  and  the  rainfall  ample. 

The  McCormick,  Peach  Blow  and  Virginia  Second  Crop  Irish  Cobblers  are  less 

sensitive  to  heat  and  drought,  and  are  aiso  large  yielders,  advantages  that  have 
made  them  very  popular  in  many  parts  of  the  South. 

Maine-grown  and  Prince  Edward  Island-grown  Irish  Cobblers  or  Red  Bliss  are 
best  suited  for  late  July  or  early  August  planting,  being  quicker  growing  than  other 
varieties.  They  also  are  used  extensively  for  producing  second-crop  seed  for  next 
spring  planting. 

VIRGINIA  SECOND  CROP  IRISH  COBBLERS 

The  Virginia  Second  Crop  Irish  Cobblers  deserve  special  mention.  The  expe¬ 
rience  of  several  years,  in  which  careful  and  critical  tests  were  made,  shows  that 
they  make  larger  yields  than  Northern  grown  potatoes.  In  every  potato  grow¬ 
ing  district  east  of  the  Mississippi,  Virginia  Second  Crop  Irish  Cobblers  have  es¬ 
tablished  a  reputation  for  large  yields.  Their  keeping  properties  particularly  com¬ 
mend  them  to  the  gardener  or  farmer  who  plants  for  use  through  the  winter.  Our 
stock  of  them  were  grown  in  the  best  potato  growing  section  in  Virginia.  We 
planted  certified  potatoes  that  had  been  grown  under  rigid  certification  rules,  had 
been  inspected  when  growing  and  after  being  harvested,  and  certified  as  true  Irish 
Cobblers  and  free  from  disease.  They  are  not  as  large  as  Maine-grown  potatoes, 
but  are  just  the_  size  for  cutting  into  two  pieces  or  for  planting  whole.  A  planter 
in  Nottoway  County,  Virginia  wrote  us  that  in  spite  of  a  bad  season  he  made  a 
yield  of  125  bushels  from  the  planting  of  30  pecks  of  our  Virginia  Second  Crop 
Irish  Cobblers.  So  we  say  that  for  economy  in  planting,  resistance  to  unfavorable 
conditions,  big  yield  and  the  ability  to  keepi  through  a  long  winter,  the  potato  grower, 
whether  his  planting  is  extensive  or  limited,  makes  no  mistake  in  selecting  Virginia 
Second  Crop  Irish  Cobblers.

BEST  TIME  FOR  PLANTING 

It  is  always  best  to  take  advantage  of  a  fit  season  to  plant  potatoes,  and  if  we 
get  propitious  weather  early  in  the  season,  it  is  much  better  to  take  advantage 
of  it  and  plant  them  at  that  time,  than  to  wait  for  late  planting,  when  we  may  get 
a  dry  spell  of  weather. 

In  case  the  potatoes  show  any  sweat  or  moisture  when  received,  they  should 
be  spread  out  on  the  barn  floor  or  in  a  shaded  position,  so  as  to  dry  out  before 
planting.  Do  not  expose  them  to  the  sun  if  it  can  possibly  be  avoided. 


Double  the  Yield  of  Maine  Seed.

SOY  OR  SOJA  BEANS 

Soy  Beans  will  grow  in  practically  every  soil,  rich  or  poor, 
sweet  or  sour,  heavy  or  light,  drained  or  undrained.  When 
planted  at  the  right  time  they  may  he  depended  on  to  make  a 
crop  under  almost  any  circumstances. 

It  has  been  found  that  when  Soy  Beans  are  planted  late  and 
weather  cond  tions  are  favorable,  a  surer  and  better  crop  can 
be  expected  than  if  planted  earlier  during  unfavorable  weather. 

The  Beans  to  plant  now  are  undoubtedly  early  varieties,  of 
which  the  Wilson  and  Virginia  are  outstanding  ones.  The  Holly- 
brook  is  a  little  taller  and  more  robust  grower,  and  far  pre¬ 
ferable  to  the  Mammoth  Yellow  for  planting  at  this  season 
of  the  year. 

The  Haberlandt  has  been  found  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
bean-producing  variety.  It  is  recommended  highly  for  sowing 
for  hogs  and  for  silage. 

The  Pine  Dell  Perfection  matures  about  the  same  time  as  the 
Virginia,  and  is  considered  a  larger  yielder  of  fine  quality  hay. 

Mammoth  Brown,  Tarheel  Black,  Mammoth  Yellow  and  Biloxi 

being  slow  growing  varieties,  are  not  especially  recommended 
for  planting  at  this  late  date.

COW  PEAS 

In  event  stocks  of  Cow  Peas  are  exhausted,  we  suggest 
the  use  of  Wilson  Black  Soja  Beans  as  a  desrable  sub¬ 
stitute.  Cow  Peas  are  becoming  exceedingly  scarce. 

In  some  sections  of  the  country  Cow  Peas  take  pre¬ 
cedence  over  Soy  Beans  for  the  reason  that  they  are 
surer  croppers  and  have  been  longer  known.  Our  special 
recommendation  when  hay  is  desired  is  that  of  German 
Millet  and  New  Era  Peas  sown  together  in  the  proportions 
of  one  bushel  of  peas  to  three-fourths  of  a  bushel  of 
Millet  to  the  acre. 

This  combination  seems  to  make  an  unfailing  hay  crop, 
and  a  great  value  if  sown  the  last  of  June  or  early  in 
July.  Mixed  Cow  Peas  and  Soy  Beans  seems  to  be  pre¬ 
ferable  to  Mixed  Cow  Peas  alone,  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  small  admixture  of  Spy  Bpans.  which  make  an  upright 
growth,  will  hcdd  up  the  pea  vines. 

pf  the  Blackeye  or  other  edible  Cow  P'eas  for  planting 
at  different' Seasons,  we  unhesitatingly  recommend  Ram’s 
Horn,  which  can  be  planted  with  success  for  making  seed 
as  late  as  July  5fh,  or  to  make  peas  for  eating,  as  late 
as  July  15th  to  the  20th.

It  makes  a  splendid  growth  in  summer,  even  when  so  dry  that 
other  crops  curl  and  stop. 

It  will  “carry”  more  live  stock  through  summer  pasturing 
than  any  other  pasture  crop  known. 

It  yields  a  heavy,  lea!,  fine-stemmed  hay  crop  that  is 
quickly  and  easily  cured  and  easy  to  handle  in  “ricks”  or  at 
the  press. 

It  is  palatable  and  refshed  by  all  live  stock,  having  a  high 
digestible  feeding  analysis. 

The  cost  of  seeding  is  low,  and  it  is  'not  difficult  to  get 
stands  on  well  prepared  land.

SOJA  BEANS  IN  COMBINATION 
WITH  OTHER  CROPS 

Mixed  Cow  Peas  and  Soja  Beans  make  one  of  the  finest  hay 
or  pasture  crops,  the  yield  nearly  always  being  greater  than 
when  either  is  planted  alone..  The  beans  furnish  excellent  sup¬ 
port  and  enable  the  crop  to  be  handled  easily. 

Soja  Beans  with  either  Amber  or  Orange  Sorghum,  planted 
in  rows  and  cultivated,  make  a  fine  combination  for  ensilage 
hay  or  soiling.  Sow  in  rows  at  the  rate  of  15  pounds  Sorghum 
with  %  bushel  of  Soja  Beans  per  acre. 

Soja  Beans  and  Sudan  Grass  make  a  good  balanced  forage 
crop  and  large  yields.  Broadcast  about  one  bushel  of  early  Soja 
Beans  and  ten  pounds  of  Sudan  Grass  per  acre. 

Soja  Beans  and  Corn  are  more  generally  grown  together  than 
any  other  combination,  and  greatly  increases  the  feeding  value 
of  the  silage.  Sow  either  in  the  rows  or  alternate  rows  o'f  corn. 
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A  Few  Other  Desirable  Crops  for  Summer  Planting 


If  Millet  is  desired,  German  Millet  is  to  be 
preferred,  it  being  a  little  late  to  plant  the 
Pearl  or  Cat-Tail  Millet  to  advantage. 

Of  the  Sorghums,  the  Early  Amber  is  pre¬ 
ferred  for  late  sowing,  furnishing  a  good  supply 
of  succulent  green  fodder  for  silage. 

The  Sugar  Drip  is  the  variety  recommended 
for  makng  syrup.  This  should  be  planted  by 
July  1st  at  the  latest,  if  grown  for  making  syrup. 

The  Japanese  Buckwheat  can  be  sown  broad¬ 
cast  any  time  during  July.  The  blossoms  of 
this  crop  are  very  much  sought  by  bees,  and 
adds  materially  to  the  production  of  honey.  It 


is  also  a  surer  producer  of  grain,  not  requiring 
an  excessive  amount  of  moisture  to  make  its 
crop. 

Chufas  or  Earth  Almonds  can  be  planted  in  the 
Southern  States  as  far  south  as  Florida,  late  in 
June  or  early  in  July.  This  crop  is  particularly 
relished  by  hogs,  and  is  a  line  one  to  turn  them 
on  in  cold  weather,  allowing  them  to  harvest  the 
crop  for  themselves,  and  they  fatten  upon  it. 

Navy  Beans  can  be  planted  during  July,  and  at 
least  a  small  quantity  of  these  is  recommended 
for  every  farmer  to  produce  his  beans  for  winter 
use. 


Late  Summer  Crops  for  Sowing  After  Grain  Harvest 


Grain  stubble  makes  an  excellent  seed  bed  for  Clover. 


ALFALFA  CLOVER 

Prepare  your  land  during  July  or  August  for  your  fall  sowing 
of  Alfalfa.  This  crop  should  be  seeded  reasonably  early  in 
order  to  get  a  good  root  growth  to  withstand  the  winter.  The 
land  should  be  limed  at  the  rate  of  about  two  tons  to  the  acre, 
thoroughly  pulverized  and  put  in  first-class  condition. 

The  variety  of  Alfalfa  recommended  for  southern  Virginia 
and  the  Southern  States  is  the  Kansas  Grown,  and  that  for  the 
northern  part  of  Virginia  and  the  States  north  of  Virginia 
either  the  Hardy  Northwestern  or  the  Utah  Grown.  For  high 
mountainous  altitudes  either  the  Certified  Grimm  or  Hardy 
Northwestern  is  used — the  Northwestern  being  nearly  as  hardy 
as  the  Grimm  and  decidedly  lower  in  price.

RED  CLOVER 

The  experience  of  farmers  and  the  results  secured  from  ex¬ 
periments  conducted  by  the  Experiment  Station  at  Blacksburg, 
Va.,  show  that  Red  Glover  seeded  alone  on  specially  prepared 
land  in  the  late  summer  or  fall  gives  much  better  results  on  the 
whole  than  it  does  when  seeded  in  the  spring  on  small  grains. 

The  Red  Clover  we  are  offering  is  of  Verified  Origin  and 
from  localities  recommended  by  the  Experiment  Station  as  be¬ 
ing  the  best  adapted  for  the  Eastern  States. 


DWARF  ESSEX  RAPE 

Dwarf  Essex  Rape  is  one  of  the  crops 
that  can  be  put  in  any  time  during  July 
or  early  August  to  make  fall  grazing  for 
hogs,  and  along  with  this  can  be  sown 
barley  if  desired.  If  sown  alone  the  quan¬ 
tity  of  rape  is  three  to  five  pounds  to  the 
acre  in  drills,  or  six  to  eight  pounds  to 
the  acre  broadcast.  With  barley  the  pro¬ 
portions  would  be  four  pounds  of  rape 
with  a  bushel  of  barley  broadcast. 

Bermuda  Grass  and  Carpet  Grass  can  be 
sown  broadcast  late  in  June  or  early  In 
July  to  make  pasture  in  the  South.  Burr 
Clover  can  be  sown  with  them  if  desired, 
thus  making  a  good  combination  pasture 
for  summer.  Sowing  in  winter  or  spring 
is  at  the  rate  of  five  pounds  of  Burr  Clover 
(or  ten  pounds  in  the  burr),  five  pounds 
of  Bermuda  Grass  and  five  pounds  of 
Carpet  Grass  to  the  acre.

CRIMSON  CLOVER 

The  best  known  of  all  late  summer  crops  is  Crimson  Clover. 
This  variety  of  clover  has  been  used  with  great  success  all 
through  the  South  for  the  past  fifty  years.  It  is  recommended 
first  as  a  grazing  crop,  furnishing  fine  winter  and  early  spring 
grazing  for  cattle  and  hogs.  As  a  soil  improver  it  has  few 
equals.  A  crop  of  this  turned  under  at  the  right  time  proving 
magnificent  preparation  for  the  next  planting  of  corn.

Plant  a  liberal  quantity  for 
fall  and  winter  use;  they  keep 
well  if  packed  in  slightly  moist 
sand  in  the  cellar  or  piled  on  a 
well  drained  place  and  covered 
with  straw  and  enough  earth  to 
keep  out  frost.  When  properly 
stored  fresh  beets  may  be  had 
all  winter. 

Plant  1  inch  deep  in  rows  15 
to  18  inches  apart  and  thin  out 
to  stand  4  inches  apart.  Ger¬ 
mination  may  be  hastened  by 
soaking  the  seeds  for  24  hours 
before  sowing,  or  by  covering" 
the  rows  with  boards  to  con¬ 
serve  the  moisture.  All  sum¬ 
mer  plantings  should  be  either 
soaked  or  covered,  particularly 
if  the  weather  is  dry.  One 
ounce  plants  50  feet;  6  to  8 
pounds  will  plant  an  acre.
